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The Cheap Transportation Agitators. 

The precise reasons which determined the selec- 
tion of Richmond as the late meeting place of the 
Cheap Transportation movement, have not been 
made public; but as New York has the largest 
interests in the actual cheap carriage of merchan 
dize and produce, of any of the Eastern cities, it 
is no special detriment to our city that it was not 
held here, since the advantages of this entrepot 
and depot for both inland and seaboard destina- 
tion are so well known, and those of Richmond 
are so litthe known, and at any rate, are of no 
present use to her, that both ways the association’s 
recommendations escape provoking the jealousy 
of Boston, Philadelphia and Baltimore, 

The members declare their association to be 
non-partisan, as it should be ; it cannot strictly be 
said, however, to be wholly non-political, for its 
action may have much to do in providing closer 
bonds between the Great West and the seaboard, 
certainly; and possibly also new ties between 
northern and southern, or western and southern 
States, 

An examination of the subjects of their delibera- 
tion, and a comparison of the views of intelligent 
gentlemen in New York, quite recently, enables us 
to give some practical views of the subject and the 
methods proposed by the Richmond Convention. 


of the Committees a fresh recommendation of the 
four great water routes to the seaboard, which 
have had the endorsement of President Grant, and 
which may be expected to appear in Congress, 

Of the wisdom of the policy of committing to 
the federal government the task of openiog up 
routes of travel and traffic between the several 
sections there may be an honest difference; but 
it is admitted that it would be difficult to set the 
limits where it should stop; and for this para- 
mount reason many are opposed to Government 
assuming any such functions at all, The con- 
struction of the Pacific Railroad, partly as a mili- 
tary measure, is entitled to the exception, if any 
exception there can be; bunt it is the common 
impression that if State or National aid is to be 
granted, it had better be in the shape of guaran- 
tees to a private corporation, or corporations, 
rather than have the work done, and the expense 
sent directly to the Government—since in one 
case the total responsibility can be fixed before- 
hand, while in the latter case the doors of the 
Treasury would be open to unlimited draughts, 

There is a question which lies deeper and vehind 
this whole matter of canals and railroads, State 
or private construction and management. It is 
this: What are the transportation needs of the 
country ; and what is the proper remedy or appli- 
ance ? 

In regard to the actual amount of freights 
moved from the States west of the Allegheny chain 
lo the seaboard cities, and of goods transported 
back again to the West, there are only imperfect 
statistics at least. While the amount which is 
seeking transportation, or in other words, which 
would be available for shipment if the minumum 
of actual cost of carriage were reached, is one 
largely of conjecture, Over and above this, cal- 
culations are sometimes made of the stimulus 
which would be given to the producing classes of 
the West, by cheap freights, whereby the present 
crops might be doubled, quadrupled, or mullti- 
plied, if the demand and the consequent market 
rates, in consuming States would justify such an 
expansion. 

Some of the western statisticians have estimated 
the available surplus which would be sent east-

ward, if the transportation did not add so much 


to the cost, at 30,000,000 tons. The aggregate 
through transportation of all the trunk roads, 
with the canals and St, Lawrence.is only about 
7,000,000 tons. Now a large portion of the crops 
must be converted into the flesh of; animals, or- 
left to waste, Let us consider the feasible plaa 
for ensuring by a self-regulating device, at least 
Cheaper Transportation by the construction of 
fresh water-ways between the Upper Mississippi- 
and Lake Michigan, and thence throngh added 
canals to the St, Lawrence. The objections to 
this expenditure are two fold; first, this naviga- 
tion is available only half the time; and, second- 
ly, a part of the chain lies through foreign, and 
possibly hostile, waters, The connection between 
the Ohio River and the Cheapeake Bay, via the 
James and Kanawha Rivers, though free from 
both the above objections, is confronted with the 
very great cost of surmounting the mountain 
chain of 2,000 feet, by a canal—estimated at $30,- 
000,000. Of the projects for connecting the Ten- 
nessee and Georgia rivers, and of opening tbe 
mouths of the Mississippi, the one may be said to 
be premature; while we have no assurance that 
the other would be permanent, 


Turning to the railroads, we are met by the un- 
derlying difficulty as to whether we must leave 
private enterprise free to collect all it can, restrain- 
ed only by the limits of competition; or look to 
the legislative authority to protect the public; and 
in the latter event, whether we shall seek it 
through the Federal Congress or through the 
States, Either course is fraught with difficulties, 
It is easy for gentlemen who appear before the 
public with written essays or speeches on Trans- 
portation to say that ‘the railroads charge too 
much ;” and that “they should be held ia restraint 
by the sovereign will of the people ;" but the 
trouble about it is, that the same complaint, if 
effective, would soon be heard against millers, 
grocers, tailors and the like, Again, if we resolve 
to apply the curb through the law who isto control 
the legislature ? “ Quis custodiet, ipsos custodes,” 

If, on the other band, we turn our faces to the 
National Congresr, what better are we? Instead 
of confining itself to the necessary and safficiently 
embarrassing work of collecting revenues and ad- 





ministering the government, it was diverted into 
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a disciplinary power over the 70,000 miles of rajl- 
road of the country, it would assume a task alto- 
gether too heavy and too dangerous for it, Con- 
gress would be converted into a veritable bear- 
garden wherein railroad magnates would be 
centres of influence and power, and demoralization 
be complete. There remains, then, the experi 

ment, now being tried in England, of a Railway 
Commission with full power to hear appeals 
between railroad corporations themselves, and 
between Railroads and their patrous—the people. 
This, also, is a dangerous power to be lodged in 
the members of the Commission, and in the hands 
of the Executive—-who would have their selection.

The increase from passengers was $24,607 35, 
of which $12,620 72 is from local business. The 
increase in the number of passengers carried was 
118,476. 

The equipment of the M. & T. R. R., consisting 
of one locomotive, three passenger cars, one bag- 
gage car, twenty four long box cars, nine long 
platform cars and one short platform car, has 
been added to the equipment of the road, 

Two locomotives, five passenger cars, five freight 
cars and seventeen coal cars have been added to 
the rolling stock. 

One locomotive, five passenger cars, three bag- 
gag cars, twenty five freight ears and twenty five 
gravel and coal cars have been rebuilt. 

1,030 tons of steel, 1,320 tous of new iron rails 
and 91,797 new sleepers have been used im repair- 
ing the track ; 2,059 tons of rail have been taken 
up, repaired aud relaid, 

The new depots at Campello and Brockton 
have been completed, and others built at Rock 
and South Wareham, 

New side tracks have been constructed to the 
extent of 17,232 feet. 

These additions aud improvements being within 
the old line of the road, the Directors bave con- 
sidered a proper charge to expense account, and 
they bave been accordingly paid for from earnings. 
They have added to the permanent value of the 
property of the company, which is now in excel- 
lent condition.

The number of sleepers laid is largely in excess 
of those taken up, and has considerably improved 
the track, which was before in good condition. 

The Westinghouse and vacuum brakes are now 
used on 24 locomotives and 103 cars. 

The mileage of trains has increased the past 
year 22,905 miles, and the computed expense per 
mile run is $1 18 against $1 22 last year. 

The total amount of our business has increased 
but slightly the past year. In common with otber 
railroads we have felt the effect uf the general 
stagnation of business, The manufacttre of iron, 
which in various forms is extensively carried on 
along our line, has been particularly depressed, 
and many of the largest establishments have tem- 
porarily closed their works or diminished produc- 
tion. The result has been at many stations a 
reduction in receipts, which has, however, beep 
more than balanced by new or increased business 
at other points, With a returo of the usual busi- 
ness activity in the community we may hope for 
largely increased receipts, 

Some progress has been made in the construa- 
tion of the bridge at Fall River, and its comple- 
tion within the next year is expected, Itsy cost to 
bow compapy will probably be not far from $175, - 


After the completion of this bridge, and estab- 
lishing a connection with the Fall River and Prov- 
idence Railroad, our railroad line would seem to 
be complete, aud no further extensions required 
to develop the business of the section of country 
which depends upon our company for its transpor~ 
tation, 

The Directors have, under the authority confer-. 
red by the stockholders in May last, subscribed 
for $741,000 in stock in the Old Colony Steamboat 
Company, and for $30,681 67 in stock of the Nan- 
tucket and Cape Cod Steamboat Company. 

The resalte, so far as now ascertained, are high- 





ly satisfactory, 
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Our business the past season with Nantucket 
and the Vineyard has been much increased, 

The New York business, upon which our pros- 
perity largely depends, has been satisfactory. 

It should be understood that this company is 
in no manner liable for any contracts or losses of 
the steamboat companies, and incurs no risk be 
yond the amount it bas invested in the stock of 
these companies, which is less than the amount of 
the usual dividends for two years upon its stock. 

While the indirect advantage to be gained by 
the establishment of substantial steamboat com- 
panies running boats in connection with our line, 
and managed in harmony with its policy, is very 
great, the Directors believe that no loss will follow 
the investment we have mads in the stock of these 
companies, 

It is too early to determine what return will be 
made in dividends on these investments, 

The results of the business during the past five 
months, since the boats bave been run by the new 
company, have fully met the expectations of the 
Directors, 

A contract has bren made during the year for 
the operation of the Union Freight Railroad by 
this company, which will enable us to receive and 
deliver freight along the whole water front of the 
city, and transfer our cars to any of the railroads 
terminating in Boston, 


The equipment of the road is as follows: 41 
passenger, 15 freight, and 6 switching locomo- 
tives; 137 passenger, 25 baggage, 306 long box, 
10 short box, 338 long platform, 24 cattle, 72 
stone, 13 short platform and 461 coal and gravel 
cars.

Erie Railway and its Connections, 
CAPTAIN TYLER’S REPORT, 
(Continued from page 1573.) 

I find that between September 30, 1872, and 
September 80, 1873, there were rebuilt six engines, 
two at Jersey City, and four at Susquehanna, and 
that between September 30, 1873, and the present 
time there have been Line engines rebuilt, one at 
Jersey City, one at Buffalo, and seven at Susque- 
hanna; there were also purchased during these 
years, between September 30, 1872, and Septem- 
ber 30, 1873, three, and between September, 30, 
1873, and the present time, nine engines, Prop- 
erly to perform the service of the Frie, with its 
present traffic, it is necessary that, at least, thirty 
three new engines should be purchased, to replace 
those engines whose numbers are on the booxs, 
but which are not now in existence ; and, looking 
to the future, without considering the increase 
that may be expected in the traffic of the road, it 
is furthermore necessary that twenty five engines 
be rebuilt annually. By this means the present 
traffic might be more effectually worked, and the 
expenditure in engine repairs might be reduced 
toa munch lewer proportion per mile—say from 
8c, per engine mile, which it is at present, to 5c. 
or 6c, in the course of two or three years, The 
economy which may ibns be effected in the engine 
repairs will be very considerable, and may be 
estimated to amount to a saving of, sey, $200,000 
a year on the present figures, The average ex- 
penditure for fuel during the last four years ap- 
pears to have been, as far as can be ascertained, 
9.69c. per mile, and further economy may be ef- 
fected in this respect when the different classes of 
engines have been reduced in number, and when 
a standard system of construction has for some 
time been adhered to, when the engines are work- 
ed for a smaller nunber of hours per day, and 
when all the engines are of a more economical 
constrnction as regards the sizes of the fire boxes, 
and the introduction of better valve motions, 
Probably a further $150,000 might be saved annu- 
ally on this account, There are 341 four wheel 
coupled engines with bogie trucks, and 108 six 
wheel coupled engines with bissel trucks under 
their leading ends, Some of the switch (or 
shunting) engines are without trucks, With a 
view to greaté@r safety in the case of the passenger 
engines, the cast-iron wheels commonly employed 
in the bogie trucks have been superseded as re 
gards the leading wheels by wrought iron wheels 
with steel tyres; it being properly considered that 
the liability to fracture of the flanges and other 
parts of the cast iron wheels, which would be less 
important in other situations, is more dangerous 
in the leading wheels of an engine. Several seri- 
ous accidents have occurred, on this and other 
lines, from the leading wheels of the trucks break 
ing under passenger engines, Soze of the freight 
engines have been similarly altered, and it is ob- 
viously desirable that the remainder shouli be 
altered as soon as possible, A large proportion 
of the engines bave heretofore been highly deco- 
rated with brass work and otherwise. This sys 
tem has now been discontinued. The engines 
which are being constructed and altered are made 
plain, with iron sheeting, and are being painted a 
dark color, The saving thus accruing is found to 
be, for brass work aud decorative painting dis- 
continued, not less than $309 per engine; besides 
which there will be a still greater saving on ac- 
count of labor in polishing the brass work, and 
labor and materials in keeping the decorative 
painting in repair, 

Steel tyres only are used on the driving wheels 
of all the engines, excepting on what are called 
pushing engines, or assisting engines, on the Sus- 
quehanna incline, about eight in number, which 
are fitted with cast iron tyres, These cast iron 
tyres are unkoown on English railways, but they 
are employed on several American lines. 

The greater number of the engines are tender 
engines, and all the tenders run on bogie trucks, 
The engines and tenderstogether weigh as follows: 
For the six wheeled coupled. engines, with bissel 





trucks, the weight averages 80,000lbs,, and for the 


tenders 45,000Ibs.; for the four wheel conpled 
engines with bogie trucks, the weight averages 
72,000lbs., and for the tenders 45,000Ibs., when 
loaded and in working order. The diameter of 
the driving wheels on passenger engines varies 
from 5ft, Gin. to 6ft., and on freight engines from 
4ft. Gin, to 5ft. The diameter of the cylinders is 
generally 17in, or 18in., with a stroke of 22in., so 
that these engines are capable of hauling heavy 
loads, The freight engines run commonly with 
loads of forly cars over the low grades on the 
Delaware and Susquehanna divisions, 244 miles 
between Port Jervis and Horne!lsville, where the 
heaviest grades do not exceed (except in passing 
the summit between Deposit and Susquehanna, 
where pushing engines are employed) 16ft, to the 
mile, or 1 in 330, A train of forty wagons, load- 
ed, may be computed to weigh between 700 and 
800, or, say, 800 tons, besides the weight of the 
engines, On other divisions the weights hauled 
are not so great, owing to the nature of the gra- 
dients. Ono the eastern division, between Jersey 
City and Port Jervis, 874 miles, with a maximnm 
gradient of 60ft, to the mile, the load is eighteen 
cars, weighing, say, 360 tons, On this division , 
the Mogul, or six wheel coupled engines, are prin- 
cipally employed. On the Western division, the 
maximum gradient is 52ft.to the mile, and the 
load is about eighteen cars, weighing, say, 860 
tons, 

Unfortunately, these engines are, as has been 
already stated, of various types, built by different 
manufacturers at different times, according to the 
opinions of different engineers ; and it will be im- 
possible fully to attain the desired system of econ- 
omy until they have been reduced to a smaller 
number of standard types required for ‘different 
purposes, The greater the number of classes of 
engines, the greater the difficulty in keeping 
duplicate portions on hand, to be used in case of 
accident or of required renewal, Delay, there- 
fore, occurs in the repairs of the engines which 
would not otherwise be necessary ; larger amounts 
of expensive materials are required to be kept on 
hand than would be necessary if there were fewer 
types of such materials, The engines are now 
being constructed from designs which have been 
prepared with a special view to the employment 
of a small number of patterns of the different 
parts; the same boilers, cylinders, valve motions, 
and other details, will then apply as well to the 
six wheel coupled engines as to the four wheel 
coupled engines. All future engines will also be 
constructed with a view to their easy conversion 
lo narrow gauge engiaes, when the time shall ar- 
rive for altering the gauge of the road from 6ft. to 
4ft. 84in., and the same system is being followed 
as the engines come into the shops for extensive 
repairs, The cost of converting one of the exist- 
icg engines is estimated at $3,000, whereas it is 
believed that the cost of altering an engine built 
with a view to conversion will not exceed $3800, 
The principal item in the conversion of existing 
enzines is the alteration of the fire box, which 
entails an expenditure of $1,500. In new or alter- 
ed engines the fire box is made of the’ required 
width for the narrower gauge, and no further 
alteration in this respect then becomes necessary, 
Io new or altered engines, also, the cylinders are 
so cast that the saddle between them is the only 
part which will require ren‘wal. The tender and 
car axles are how constructed with a view to their 
being shortened and turved down, as required, to 
suit the narrower gauge, 


Cast Iron WHEELS. 

Some interesting statistics are recorded in this 
department in regard to the durability of cast 
iron wheels used in the bogie trucks, under the 
leading ends of the engines, under the tenders, 
and under the passenger, freight, or other cars, 

The wheels used for these various purposes are 
generally of the same character, They are of cast 
iron, with a sufficient proportion of white iron to 
enable the chill to sink to an average depth of 
half an inch into the treads and flanges; and the 
question is the more interesting, inasmuch as 





wheels of this description are in almost universal 
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employment in America, though they are not re- 
garded witb favor in the United Kingdom, They 
cost about $20 a piece when new, They weigh 
about 500lbs, for a wheel of 33 inches in diameter, 
which is principally employed, and they are worth 
from $7 to $10 a piece when worn out or defective, 
according to the varying prices of old iron. 

I find with reference to the car wheels of 26, 28, 
80 and 33 inches diameter, that there bas been an 
extraordinary difference in the durability of the 
wheels from different manufacturers, The aver- 
age durability of the wheels from the different 
manufacturers has been, respectively, 2 7-30, 8 12 
80, 19 11-80, 22 7.30, 25 14-30, 33 15 30, and 36 
16 80 months, As regards the wheels under the 
engino trucks, the average from four manufectur- 
ers for the durability of such wheels has been, 
respectively, 14 1-80, 14 23 30,15 8 30, and 24 
8 80 months. 

It is impossible to determine precisely the mile. 
age of the cars for the periods above stated ; but 
a wheel lasting three years would probably run 
80,000 miles during that period. The mileage of 
the wheels under the eogines can be more accu- 
rately ascertained, and may be cousidered to 
amount, for two years and one month, to 55,000 
miles. The average life, therefore, of a cast iron 
car wheel from the best makers may be taken to 
be about 80,000 miles, and of a similar cast iron 
wheel under an engine track about 55,000 miles. 
The durability of these and other wheels depends, 
of course, On the speed at which they run, the 
loads whieh they carry, and the descriptions of 
track on which they travel, as well as upon the 
materials of which they are composed, and the 
care employed in their manufacture, 


Car Srock, 


The car stock owned by the Erie comprises 222 
first ‘class passenger cars, 60 second class and 
emigrant cars, 76 baggage and express cars, 38 
milk cars, 8,552 box freight cars, 407 box stock 
cars, 171 other stock cars, 197 oil cars, 279 oil 
tank cars, 2,421 flat cars, including gondola cars, 
2,479 eight wheeled, and 1,495 four wheeled coal 
cars, 85 eight wheeled, and 18! four wheeled ca-- 
booses, 27 derrick and tool cars, 200 gravel dump 
cars, three paymasters’ cars, one directors’ car, 
and one officers’ car. Of these 197 passenger 
ears may be said to be in good condition, and 
twenty five in fair working order. Of the second 
class and emigrant cars thirty six are in good con- 
dition, eight in reasonable working order, and six 
require repairs or rebuilding. Of the baggage 
and express cars sixty five are in good condition, 
and eleven in fair working order, Of the milk 
cars twenty are in good condition, fourteen in fair 
working order, and four require repairs or rebuild. 
ing, Ofthe box freight cars, 500 of whicb were 
formerly owned by the Union Car Company, 2,052 
are in good condition, 1,000 are in fair condition, 
and 500 require to be repaired or rebuilt. Of the 
box stock cars 107 are in good condition, 200 are 
jo fair working order, and 100 require repairs or 
rebuilding. Of the other stock cars, 151 are in 
good condition, and twenty are in fair working 
order, Of the ojl cars 172 are in good condition, 
and twenty five in fair working order, Of the oil 
tank cars, 254 are in good condition, and twenty 
five in fair working order, Of the flat and gondo- 
Ja cars, 1,821 are in good condition, and 550 in 
fair working order whilst fifty require repairs or 
rebuilding. Qf the eight wheel coal cars, 1,729 
are in good conditiop, 550 are in fair working 
order, and 200 require repajrs or rebuilding. Of 
the four wheel coal cars, 746 are in good cqndi- 
tion, and 750 in fair working order. Of the eight 
wheel cabooses, fifteen are in good condition, fif- 
teen are jn fair working order, and five require 
repairs or rebuilding. Ofthe four wheel cabooses, 
124 arein good conditjon, fifty one are in fair 
working order, and six require repairs or rebuild- 
fog. Of the derrick and tool cars, twenty four are 
in good condition, and three are in fair working 
order, Of the gravel dumps, 149 are in good con- 
dition, and fifty one in fair working order. Out 
of a total, therefore, of 11,835 cars owned by the 
Erie, 7,666 are in good condition, and 3,298 are in 
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fair working order, and 871 require repairs or re- 
building, which is being gradually done. 

Besides the above there are leased by the Erie 
thirty nine first class cars from the Pullman Pal- 
ace Car Company, all of which are in good condi- 
tion, There are leased from the Barclay 342 four 
wheel narrow gauge cars, of which 300 are in good 
condition, and forty two are in fair working order. 
There are also leased from the Jefferson Car Com- 
pany 1,500 four wheel coal cars, which may be 
stated to be in fair working order, The total 
number, therefore, of cars leased by the Erie is 
1,881, of which 339 are in good condition, and 1,- 
542 are in fair working order. We thus obtain a 
total of 13,716 cars, of which 8,005 are in good 
condition, 4,840 are in fair working order, and $71 
require to bo repaired or rebuilt. 

The most important improvement which requires 
to be made in the company’s car stock is in ob- 
taining in all future construction uniformity of 
the bogie trucks and running parts for the differ. 
ent classes of vehicles. 


Tur Unton Steampoat Company, 

The Union Steamboat Company is an important 
organization under the laws of the State of New 
York, It is practically owned by the Erie in the 
proportion 8,750 out of 10,000 shares, The fleet 
of this company consists of fifteen steamers of an 
aggregate carrying capacity of 14,000 tons, and 
added to this fleet are also seven steamers owned 
by Mr. Charles Ensign. of Buffalo, with an aggre 
gate carrying capacity of 10,500 tons. These 
last are freighted by the Union Steamboat Com- 
pany, being allowed the same divisions of rates 
with the railways, and by contract each steamer 
pays to the Union Steamboat Company $5,000 per 
year. Thesteamers of this combined fleet appear 
to be kept in a high state of efficiency and condi 
tion, and to be well regarded by insurance inter- 
ests, The season of active operations commences 
on the opening of navigation, which varies from 
March to May in different years, and c!oses on Ist 
December, The routes and lines are as follows, 
all starting from Buffaio :—Two steamers to Tole- 
do, Ohio; three to the Lake Superior copper 
regions; four to Green Bay, Wisconsin ; and thir- 
teen to Milwaukee and Chicago, In the course of 
these varivus trips, stoppages are made at all way 
ports where trade offers. 

During the season of 1873 this company eqrried 
one ninth of all the grain shipments of Chicago, 
and, reducing flour to grain by weight, delivered 
over 13,000,000 bushels at Buffalo, They delivered 
to the Erie in Buffalo 177,500 tons, and to various 
consignees in Buffalo 184,406 tons, msking an 
aggregate amount of east bound deliveries of 361, 
900 tons. The greater part of the freight to But- 
falo consignees consisted of grain, which went 
forward mostly to New York via the Erie Canal. 
The amount of freight received by this company 
in Buffalo from all sources for transportation west 
was 100,632 tons, of which there was received 
from local shippers in the city of Buffalo 55,012 
tons, from the Erie Canal 17,007 tons, and from 
the Erie Railway 26,620 tons, The largest item 
of freight handled by this company is grain, which 
may be taken to illustrate the proportion of the 
lake trade of Buffalo carried by the company, and 
the proportion given tothe Krie. [no the season 
of 1873 this company delivered in Buffalo 9,792,- 
798 bushels of grain; of this amount there was 
delivered to the Erie 4,061,631 bushels. It ap- 
pears, by reference to the report of the Secretary 
of the Buffalo Board of Trade, that the entire re- 
ceipts of grain by lake were 65,046,292 bushels, 
and the proportion, therefore, of this amount car- 
ried by this company was abont one seventh of 
the whole, of which less than half was delivered 
to the Erie, If that railway company had been 
furnished with a sufficient supply of cars, or if it 
had a proper elevator at Jersey City, thereby 
Jargely increasing the service of its cars,the steam- 
boat company might bave doubled its deliveries 
of grain to the Erie. The necessity of an elevator 
at Jersey City, referred to elsewhere, is undoubted- 
ly of prime importance to both companies,as wellas 
other terminal requirements there and at Buffalo, 


It would be better, also, if the entire fleet of steam- 
ers were owned by the Union Company. Many 
vexatious questions arise from time to time be- 
tween the owner of the seven steamers above 
referred to, and the management of the Union 
Steamboat and the Erie companies. The business 
appears to be a remunerative one. It is stated 
that no vessel owners on the great lakes, who have 
adhered exclusively to that business, have failed 
to acquire wealth; and that the history of the 
Union Company also illustrates the same result, 
Starting with a fleet of old and small steamers it 
is now in good financial condition, with a superi- 
or fleet created wholly out of its own earnings and 
profits, There can be no doubt of the importance 
of this connection to the Erie, 


New Encuanpn Connection, 


The Newburgh branch of the Erie diverges, as 
already indicated, from the main line at Greycourt, 
55 miles from Jersey City, It is 18% miles in length, 
and has descending gradients eastward, It enters 
the business centre of the city of Newburgh, on 
the Hudson River, 60 miles north of the city of 
New York; and it gives to the Erie a tide water 
outlet 36 miles nearer tha nJersey City to Buffalo, 
At Fisbkill, opposite Newburgh, the Dutchess and 
Columbia terminates at the Hudson River, aud, in 
connection with a very imperfect ferry, affords a 
railway connection with New England, At Fish 
kill, also, the New York and New England (late 
the Boston, Hartford and Erie) is to terminate 
directly opposite the Evie terminus at Newburgh : 
and it is intended, as 1 am informed by Mr. Homes 
Ramsdell, jointly by this and the Erie, to form a 
transfer company for their mutual benefit, the 
Datchess and Columbia alsq sharing equitably in 
the expenses and benefits with the other corpora, 
tions. For this purpose the necessary lands have 
been secured on both sides of the river, which com- 
bine great advantages at their respective river 
connections for coal shoots and other purposes for 
the future traffic of these railways, with a depth 
of water in the Hudson River sufficient for the 
accommodation of any vessel that ean enter New 
York harbor, J] haye had frequent occasion to 
refer Lo the yalue of the New England traffic, and 
it has, I learn, long been the policy of the Brio 
and New England to enter into allianee for secur- 
ing mutually a free interchange of business bo- 
tween the Hastern cities and the West, The Com. 
monwealth of Massachusetts advanced to the 
Boston, Hartford and Erie, during the years of 
1868 and 1869, the sum of $3,000,000, and the Brie 
advanced a sum of $4,000,000, with a view to the 
campleting of its line, and thus opening up 
another great route to the New England States, 
But, from a want of skill in the management, the 
work was suspended in 1869, and the property is 
now managed by trustees, A comparatively small 
sum would, however, finish the road which is now 
in Operation—

Coat PROPERTIES. 


The coal properties in which the Erie Raiiway 
Company are interested, are in three different dis- 
tricts, and they are nominally owned by three 
separate companies. First the coal lands and 
mines owned and leased by thé Towanda Coal 
Company in Barclay, Bradford County, Pennsyl- 
vania, Secondly timber and mineral lands and 
mines of the Northwestern Mining and Exchange 
Company in Elk and Clearfield and Jefferson 





Counties, Pennsylvania, Thirdly the lands and 
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mines in the Wyoming and Lackawanna Valleys, 
embracing the northern anthracite coal field of 
Pennsylvania, 


ATLANTIC AND Great Western Rainway. 


This railway runs from a junction with the Erie 
Railway at Salamanca, New York, for 388 miles 
to Dayton, in the State of Ohio, with the Franklin 
branch from Meadaville Junction to Oil City, nearly 
34 miles long, and 127 miles of leased lines from 
Cleveland to Sharon, New Lisbon and Vienna, 
crossing the main line at Leavittsburg. There is 
also the Silver Creek branch 13 miles long. In 
addition to the above there are under contracts 
for lease, the Shenango and Allegheny Railway, 
of whicb 334 miles are completed and running ; 
the Pithole Valley Railway, 7 miles long; and 
the Peansylvania Petroleum raijroad, now under 
construction between Erie and Petersville, and 
points southeast of the latter city. The total 
length of the whole, main line and branches, is 
therefore as follows :

The Atlantic and Great Western Railway Com- 
pany, or those interested in it, control at present 
the Cleveland, Columbus and Cincinnati Railway, 
to which I skall hereafter specially refer, and by 
its means gain direct access to Indianapolis, From 
Dayton there is a second means of communicatioc 
with Cincinnati over the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton road, on which there is a broad as well as 
narrow gauge; and traffic is also transferred at 
Dayton to a limited extent as well as at Galion. 
There is a direct means of communication with 
St. Louis via the Indianapolis and St. Louis Rail- 
way in connection with the Cleveland, Columbus, 
Ciccinnati, and Indianapolis Railway; and at 
Cincinnati a second connection with St. Louis is 
formed by means of the Ohio and Mississippi 
Railway, The Atlantic and Great Western Rail- 
way from Salamanca to Dayton, 388 miles long, is 
laid througbout with a single line, and on a gauge 
of six feet between the rails. The Franklin branch, 
from Meadville junction to Oil City, 33.78 miles 
long, is also a single line ona six feet gange, The 
leased line in the Mahoning division, from Lea- 
vittsburg to Cleveland, 50 miles long, is laid with 
four rails, or, as it is called, with a straddle track, 
to accommodate the six feet and 4 ft, 8tin, gauges, 
The Shenango and Allegheny line is on a gauge of 
4ft, 93in., as well as the Niles and New Lisbon, the 
Vienna, and the Hubbard branches, and the Pit- 
hole Valley Railroad. The Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Daytou Railroad is laid with a (straddled) 
mixed gauge of 6 feet and 4ft. 9}in.; and the ex- 
tension of the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati, 
and Indianapolis Railway to Cincinnati is ona 
“ corapromise” gauge, between 4ft, 8tin. and 4ft. 
10ia, of 4ft. 94in. 
TRAFFIC, 


The principal staples of traffic are coa', oil, 
lumber, and grain; and there is a considerable 
amount of flour, and, except recently, of cattle, 
Crude oil is carried from Oil City and from Har- 
risville in large quantities to Cleveland and other 
stations, where it is refined, and it is then carried 
eastward over this and the Erie systems of rail- 
way, as well as westward. 

PAssENGER TRAFFIC, 

The Atlantic and Great Western Railway Com- 
pany depend mainly for passenger traffic, (1) 
upon local business, and (2) upon through traffic 
betweea the southwest and New York via the Erie 
Railway, The south western centres of the 
through traffic are chiefly Cincinnati and St, 
Louis, The main route heretofore open to them 








for through passenger traffic between Chicago and 
New York has been. via the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern Railroad, by Cleveland, Lea- 
vittsburg, and. Salamianca; and the distance by 
that route is 1,016 miles; .There is break of gauge 
by that route at Cleveland only, The distance by 
the Pennsylvania Railway from Chicago to New 
York via Pittsburgh and Philadelphia is 916 miles, 
The Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Railways 
being one, and in close alliance with the New 
York Central Railway tie Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern Companies naturally send their 
traffic by the New York Central route, and the 
Atlantic and Great Western Company are conse- 
quently unable to obtain more than a small por 
tion of such traffic. As regards the through traffic 
from St. Louis and Cincinnati, the Atlantic and 
Great Western Company have obtained a fair pro- 
portion of it mainly by the use of superior sleep- 
ing and day coaches, originally supplied by the 
trie and Atlantic Sleeping Coach Company, but 
since leased to the Pullman Car Company; and 
by keeping good time with their through trains, 
The principal through passenger traffic is from 
Chicago to New York. This is a business traffic, 
and it is estimated that there are five passengers 
between Chicago and New York to one passenger 
between Cincinnati and New York; the latter 
being mainly a pleasure traffic, passing eastward 
in the early summer and westward at the end of 
the autumr, and being comparatively light for 
the remainder of the year. There does not apnear 
to be much hope of greatly increasing the through 
passenger taaffic of the Atlantic and Great Western 
Railway with its present facilities, There is, 
however, under construction, and expected to be 
opened in November next, a railroad called the 
Baltimore, Pittsburg and Continental Railroad, 
which is, perhaps, more commonly known as the 
Baltimore and Ohio Western Extension. It crosses 
the Atlantic and Great Western line at Mansfield, 
and it will afford a through route via the Erie and 
Atlantic and Great Western Railways between New 
York and Chicago, 979 miles ia length. The dis 
tance from Mansfield to Chicago will be 306 miles, 
and the maximum gradient on the line from 
Mansfield to Chicago is said to be 26ft. to the mile, 
Negotiations have already been commenced for 
an interchange of traffic with that line. The 
Baltimore and Ohio Company will not have any 
opposing interest to traffic between that line and 
New York via the Erie and Atlantic and Great 
Western Railways, the object of that company 
being to obtain west bound traffic from New York 
and from the coal and oil districts of the Atlantic 
and Great Western Railway, and to give to the 
Atlantic and Great Western Company ino return 
east bound traffic, which is most important, in 
the proportion, usually of three to one, as between 
Chicago and New York, for New York and the 
New England States. When at some future time 
the important connection between the Atlantic 
and Great Western Railway aud Pittsburg is made, 
for 76 miles, between Youngstown and that city, 
then the Atlantic and Great Western route between 
Chicago and Pittsburg, though 23 miles longer 
than the Pennsylvania Company’s route between 
those cities, wonld be a better line in point of 
gradients, and would, ip ordinary times, command 
a large and paying traflic at moderately good 
rates for cattle, coal, and iron. 


FREIGHT TRAFFIC, 


The general freight traffic between the Mahoning 
and other districts comprises about 40 per cent of 
the whole of the Atlantic and Great Western Rail. 
way Company’s traffic, This traffic includes the 
carriage of the ores from Lake Superior and 
Cleve'and to the Mahoning district, the carriage 
of coal from that district to Cleveland and to in 
termediate points, and the carriage of oil from the 
region below the Mahoning district to the refining 
works at Cleveland, and thence to New York, or 
else of crude oil or refined oil from the oil regions 
to New York and other places. There has been 
further a large grain traffic from the Toledo and 
Wabash Railroad, via the Lake Shore Railroad to 
Cleveland, taken by the Atlantic and Great West- 





ern and Erie route to New York; and a new route 
has lately been opened by which such traffic may 
be considerably improved. This new railroad 
from Toledo to Mansfield (87 miles long) has been 
constructed by the Pennsylvania Company, and 
negotiations are in progress for the carrying of 
traffic from the Wabash. district by this route 
along the Atlantic and Great Western and Erie 
Railroade from Mansfield to New York and New 
Eogland. This new line will also be important as 
affording access to Toledo for coal and iron from 
the Mahoning district, Passing westward from 
the Mahoning district, the next important point 
of traffic is Akron, where 2 000 barrels of flour are 
at times manufactured daily ; and the greater part 
of this traffic, as well as of the grain and other 
agricultural products, passes along the Atlantic 
and Great Western Railway. Akron, containing 
13,000 inhabitants, has increased rapidly of late 
years, Though some business is done with Chi- 
cago, there is not much Chicago traffic carried 
from Mansfield, where the Atlantic and Great 
Western Railway crosses the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago, and the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroads, At Urbana, the Atlantic and Great 
Western Railroad crosses the Panhandle and the 
Cincinnati, Sandusky and Cleveland Railroads, A 
considerable traffic of grain, flour, cotton, whiskey, 
tobacco, packed meats, and pork, are taken at 
this point ; and this the best freight communica- 
tion at present existing between the Atlantic and 
Great Western Railway and Chicago and Indian- 
apolis. From Dayton there is also a considerable 
agricultural traffic, partly from the surrounding 
country, and partly from the Miami Canal. A 
siding has lately been put in for the convenient 
transfer of corn from the canal boats to the rail- 
road cars.” From Hamilton there is a direct con- 
nection with Indianapolis, Louisville, Evansville, 
Cairo and Memphis, and latterly with Little Rock, 
and by a new line with the Texas system, This 
traffic has averaged twenty five cars a day during 
the winter, and is capable of considerable increase 
during each succeeding winter. Cincinnati, which 
is connected by the Ciccinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton leased line with the Atlantic and Great 
Western system at Dayton, is the most important 
point at the west end of that system. It isa city 
of 225,000 inhabitants, with beautiful suburbs, 
and a large surrounding population. It is the 
largest manufacturing centre of the west, and its 
manufactures amounted during the past year to 
upwards of $140,000,000. In coming from a late 
spring in New York, I found a few days afterwards 
a ripened harvest in this neighborhood, I learn 
that out of 24,727 loaded cars forwarded from 
Cincinnati during the year, ending July 1874, 52 
per cunt went by the Erie and Atlantic and Great 
Western route; 25 per cent by the Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati, and Indianapolis Railroad 
to the Erie and New York Central rontes; and 23 
per cent by the Pennsylvania Railway route, And 
at the same time, of 18,867 loaded cars received 
at Cincinnati, 56 per cent came by the Erie and 
Atlantic and Great Western route; 22 per cent 
from the Erie and New York Central Railways 
over the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and 
Indianapolis route ; and 22 per cent by the Penn- 
sylvania route, 

The Chesapeake and Ohio system has lately 
taken a large share of the Cincinnati traffic by 
water communication of 150 miles to Huntington, 
and thence by rail to Richmond, aud steamer to 
New York. By carrying that freight through io 
six days, at a reduction of from $10 per ton re- 
ceived in the previous winters to $6, they caused 
a corresponding reduction of rates by the other 
routes and to other points during the past winter.

Stock Exchange and Money Market. 

In financial and commercial circles, business 
has shown less activity; and the consequent 
inquiries for Money for the requirements of oper- 
ators in the local markets have been less urgent; 
while the demand from the interior has been fair. 
Rates have been comparatively steady, closing 
more favorable for the leading borrowers, witb 
call loans quoted at from 2@5, generally at 3@4 
and best mercantile credits at 54@74 per cent per 
aunum, The City Bank averages, on the last 
weekly exhibit, all indicated a farther falling off, 
the most important changes having been the de- 
crease in the legal tender reserve, partly through 
tbe outflow of currency to the interior, The 
Sub Treasury is also a loser, in the line of cash 
balances, as the result of the week’s operations ; 
the alteration agaiast the office being most nota- 
ble in the line of specie, due, in good part, to the 
export drain. The City banks last week further 
reduced their reserve of tegal tender notes $751, 
400, and their deposit item $1,224,100, while also 
diminishing their specie average $248,400. They 
report an increase of $1,159,700 in the loans and 
discounts, and $208,300 in their circulation. The 
U. S. Sub-Treasury in this city closed the week 
with a currency balance of $47,182,528 against 
$47,401,936, the preceding week; and a coin 
hoard of $52,784,729 against $55,034,032, on the 
previous returo. The City bank exchanges, dur- 
ing the week, were $464,782,336, or a daily aver- 
age of $77,463,722. The customs reverue of the 
port, during the week, was $1,603,000. The City 
banks reported their average of gold last week 
at $14,218,800, and their greenback average at 
$49,470,300. Their deposits stood at $218,408,- 
000. The loan item was $281,903,300, The cir- 
culation was $24,804,300. 

The City Bank net reserve of specie and legal 
tender notes now shows an excess, over the legal

Meeting of Pig Iron Manufacturers. 

4 convention of manufacturers of pig iron was 
held in Philadelphia on the 10tb inst., in pursu- 
ance of a call issued by the committee of seven 
appointed for the purpose at that meeting held on 
the 24th ult. After reading the call for the meeting, 
and the resolutions adopted at the previous meet- 
ing, the committee reported the following agree- 
ment,which was almost unapvimously adopted : 

The undersigned, pig iron mauufacturers, be- 
lieving tbat the greatly decreased demand in the 
covsumption of pig iron imperatively demands a 
corresponding decrease in the amount produced ; 
acd believing also that through over production 
a cri-is now exists in the pig iron business which 
requires prompt and energetic action to save it 
from threatened bankruptcy aad ruin ; and believ- 
ing alsu the proper and most effective remedy is 
to be found in a decrease of production to corres- 
pond with the demand for consumption we, the 
undersigned furnace owners, in person and by 
their representatives, hereby agree, each with the 
other, that we will severally decrease the produc- 
tion at our respective works to a quantity not ex- 
ceeding one half the capacity of our several fur- 
naces and to faithfully continue and maintain such 
decrease of production for and during the whole 
of the year 1875, provided that this agreement 
shall not be binding until signed by the represen. 
tatives of at least two thirds of the furnaces, ex- 
clusive of charcoa!, in the United States; and pro- 
vided further, that the signers to this agreement 
may withdraw and be released from the same on 
giving two months’ written notice to the Secretary 
of the American Iron and Steel Association of 
their desire and intention to do so, 

The following resolutions, offered by Col. Kauff- 
man, of Lancaster, Pa., were adopted : 

Resolved, That in our judgment it would be 
disastrous to the manufacturing aod commercial 
interests of the country to attempt the resumption 
of specie payments in the near future, and that 
if attempted it would only be a failure, 

Resolved, That the only way to resume is to 
get the business of the country in such condition 
by the regulating of the tariff on imports as will 
keep the balance of trade in our favor, and by 
that means keep our specie from going out of the 
country. 

Resolved, That we heartily approve of the 3-65 
bill of Judge Kelley, and ask our representatives 
in Congress to use all honorable means for its pas- 
sage, 

Mr. Whittaker, of Hellertown, Pa., presented 
the following resolution, which was adopted : 

Resolved, That this Convention, representing 
the pig iron manufacturers of this country, earn- 
estly protest against the ratification of the propus- 


ed reciprocity treaty with Canada, believing tbat 
such treaty, if ratified, would result in completely 
breaking down the barriers which now exist 
against the introduction to our warkets of the 
products of low priced European labor ; in disas- 
trously impairing the revenues of the Government ; 
in preventing the payment of tre interest on our 
national debt, and in continuing indefinitely the 
general distress which now prevails. 

On motion of Mr, Ainey, an Executive Commit- 
tee of five was appointed to carry out the plan of 
curtailing production. The committee is as fol 
lows : 4 

Messrs. Wm. H. Ainey, Allentown; J. B. Moor- 
head, Philadelphia; W. H. H. Gere, Geddes, New 
York; James I, Bennett, of Pittsburgh and H., L. 
Brooke, of Baltimore. 

The meeting ther adjourned.

The entire interest and rentals payable by the 
company for the year ending Sept, 30, 1874, ex- 
clusive of that payable on account of the $15,000,- 
000 of Second Consolidated Mortgage Boxds, (the 
final disposition of which was made by Mr. Gray, 
while in London,) amounted to $4,005,900 per 
annum, in currency, equal to $333,825 per month 
For the ensuing year there will have to be added
